Make Run For 


Second Term? 


LANSING ( AP) — Sometime 
soon—probably within the next 
45 days—Gov. George W. Rom­ 
ney 
will 
make 
headlines 
by 
formally announcing his inten­ 
tion to seek re-election. 
Or so it is popularly believed 
by virtually everyone on the 
Capitol scene, including Rom- 
ney’s political friends and ene­ 
mies, legislators and the press. 
It is next to impossible to find 
anyone who has any doubt what­ 
soever that Romney will 
an­ 
nounce for a second t 
gainless of what happens later 
in the year. 
“ Romney announcing his can­ 
didacy is merely a formality,” 
said a member of the governor’s 
own staff. “ It would only be 
news if he didn’t.” 
No Official Tip 
“ Nobody in the executive of­ 
fice knows for certain if the gov­ 
ernor will run,” said another. 
“ But there is no evidence to in­ 
dicate that he won’t.” 
Whether there is “evidence” 
to indicate that he will run, 
however, is debatable at this 
point. 
Thomas Hart, a Michigan Boll 
Telephone Co. public relations 
official who was active in the 
1962 campaign and still serves 
in an advisory capacity, report­ 
edly is to become 1964 campaign 
manager. 
But Richard Milliman, press 
secretary to Romney, says no 
such decision has been made. 
So does Republican State Chair­ 
man 
Arthur 
Elliott 
Jr., 
who 
managed 
Romney’s 
campaign 
in 1962. 
Both add that they have re­ 
ceived no official word from 
Romney. 
Decision In April? 
House Speaker Allison Green, 
R-Kingston, told newsmen a few 
days ago that Republican legis­ 
lators have been told nothing 
certain but “ generally assum e” 
Romney will run again — and 
will announce shortly after he 
returns from Hawaii. 
Democrats in government are 
convinced that Romney is ready 
to try for the GOP nomination 
for president, or even vice presi­ 
dent, but in the meantime will 
be in the running for the gover­ 
norship. 
Since last fall, Romney has 
been saying he hasn't made up 
his mind about 1964 but would do 
so in “ the early part” of the , 
year. 
Newsmen, 
pressing 
for 
specifics, find “early” means at 
least into April. 
One big reason why the gover­ 
nor isn’t in a rush to announce 
is the fact that what a declared

Bills Set For 


House Action 


LANSING (AP) — Two bills 
aimed at spurring public port 
development w'erc moved up to 
the voting stage in the House 
Friday, 
despite 
an 
argument 
over whether one of them is con­ 
stitutional. 
The bills, sponsored by Rep. 
Oscar Bouwsma, 
R-Muskegon, 
are designed to make it easier 
for public port authorities to fi­ 
nance expansion of facilities. 
One of them, authorizing pub­ 
lic ports to accept gifts and 
loans from public and private 
sources, advanced without de­ 
bate. 
But the second — reducing 
from 60 to 51 per cent the per­ 
centage of voters needed to ap­ 
prove a port bond issue — was 
challenged on grounds it might 
be unconstitutional. 
Provisions Vogue 
Lawrmakers argued that 
the 
new constitution is vague in its 
provisions for bond 
issue 
vot­ 
ing, but “ could be interpreted 
to mean only a majority of the 
voters is required.” 
Rep. E. D. O’Brien, D-Detroit. 
said he thought the new consti­ 
tution made the bill 
unneces­ 
sary. 
Bouwsma 
replied 
that 
he 
wouldn’t take issue with that, 
but felt “ we should pass the bill 
and make sure.”

Baird.

troit, said he has renewed a re­ 
quest for an opinion from Atty 
Gen. Frank Kelley whether ,^he 
bond issue bill w’ould be consti- 
tuional if enacted.

The emergency traffic enforce­ 
ment drive is planned for the 
month of March only 
A study 
then w'ill be made to determine 
if the experiment paid off with 
fewer accidents. 
State Police Commissioner Jo­ 
seph Childs said 540 troopers 
and 98 corporals are involved. 
The 
new temporary 
schedule 
calls for a six-day week of nine 
hours a day, leaving an over- 
i time accumulation of six hours 
a week per man over the 48-hour 
maximum. 
Childs said cost of the over­ 
time for one month w'ill be ap­ 
proximately $50,000. There also 
is a fixed charge in excess of 
$8,000 covering the subsistence 
allowance and cost of gasoline 
and equipment for the extra 
! day. 
Childs said there is a possibili­ 
ty of an extra charge to be add­ 
ed to the pension fund,

The six-day week will apply to 
the six state police districts be­

He said the program was set 
up in secret in 1959, with Lock­ 
heed Aircraft in charge of the 
program. The engine was built 
by P ratt and Whitney, He said, 
while

oped the fire control and mis­ 
sile system. 
Details Withheld 
Johnson gave 
no details of 
the aircraft's performance, ex­ 
cept to say that it flies at speeds 
in excess of 2.000 miles an hour 
and performs at altitudes of up 
to 70.000 feet.

of sound, is a new process of 
fabrication with titanium metal 
wrhich successfully

A Central Michigan University proposal for re­ 
search of the state’s tourist industry has been called a 
“vital and promising project” by Chairman Robert L.

Michigan’s tourist industry is to be promoted properly 
on a basis of knowledge. 
This was revealed by the 
Governor’s Study Committee on the Conservation De­ 
partm ent in 1963.

in Michigan concerned with the state’s tourism.

If s not the problems in the 
home, but our attitude toward 
them that counts. Things will 
go

homes, so we shouldn’t get a 
“ wretched house” complex. One 
must face up to individual ob­ 
stacles as we approach them, 
and solve them as quickly as 
possible, without treating each 
one as a strike 
against

house. Above all one shouldn’t 
let little things accumulate un­ 
til we are over our heads in 
disrepair. 


‘‘Our fireplace was built by a 
local carpenter, and the thing 
that bothers me is 
that 
I ’m 
afraid it isn’t safe,” writes a 
woman. “ I ’m afraid to use it 
w'hen my husband isn’t here. Is 
there any w ay to test it for 
safety? It is a small, inade­ 
quate fireplace in an y case, and 
that may be one reason I do 
not have confidence in it.” 
No fireplace 
that 
presents 
doubts should be in service. The 
Lest fireplaces need profession­ 
al care, and a check at the end 
of each season. A good chimney 
man w ill check it for leaks, 
grease and other matter 
that 
can start fires. He w ill check 
each flue. The carpenter who 
built it must have worked from 
plans, and

workman would 
have

careful in respect to safety fea- 
tures, even if fireplace build­

Mohamad

every Sunday. Mohammedans 
have no Sabbath, so they meet

A ll days are sacred 
to the Muslim, and he prays

Growers who take p art in 
the 1964 Feed G rain P rogram 
may receive part of the d iv er­ 
sion paym ent in advance, V in­ 
cent Rappette, chairm an. A gri- 
cultral Stabilization and C on­ 
servation County 
C om m ittee, 
has announced. As last year, 
the program will be available 
for corn and barley. 
Up to one-half of the esti­ 
m ated total diversion paym ent 
m ay be made in advance, at 
the tim e of signing up or as 
soon as possible 
after 
that 
time. Tile rest of the diversion 
i p aym ent and all of the price- 
' support paym ent offered by the 
program will be 
m ade 
next 
fall. 
The advance paym ent p ro v i­ 
sion should be of 
substantial 
benefit to growers w ho 
can 
use some extra 
ready 
cash 
during the spring planting sea­ 
son. 
As in 
1963. the 
1964 Feed 
G rain Program offers p artici­ 
pants a paym ent for diversion 
of eligible cropland to ap p ro v ­ 
ed conservation

feed grain acreage.
